I . First , the family cleans old leaves and dirt from the 
graves, and pastes little pieces of red paper on the s. 
tombstones to honor family members who have (%£ 
died. Then, the picnic is carefully spread out for the 
ancestors to enjoy, since in Chinese tradition they 
live on in the afterworld. After the ancestors have 
"eaten their fill,” the living family chows down. 
(There’s always plenty of leftovers—the ancestors 
don't eat much.) When everyone is done eating, they 
close their eyes for a minute and remember favorite 
relatives, and perhaps tell a story about them. This 
reminds the family that everyone is connected to fl’j J 
each other. Someone is always there to support you. 

Wven if you can't celebrate the Clear Brightness Festival in the 
traditional Chinese way, you can celebrate something like it at 
home. The next time your family gets together, ask everyone to 
bring a picture of a favorite relative, or to tell a story about them. 
If some of your relatives live far away, call them up and ask them 
to share a story, too. If possible, record them to enjoy again later. 
You'd be surprised at what you can learn about your parents, 
step-parents, grandparents, brothers and sisters by listening to 
family stories. Best of all, you'll discover something that all of us 
who are part of the X-Men family already know: we're stronger 
together than we are alone.
